Mr. Walker's Closing Speech Insisting 


on the Jurisdiction of the Court— 


Debs as an 
Autocrat—Judge 


Woods' Decision Withheld. 


CHICAGO, Sept. '29.—The closing1 ar- 


guments in the American Railway un- 
ion contempt cases were made yester- 
day, 
and the cases are now in the 


hands of the court. Judge Woods set 
no date for announcing his decision, 
declaring he had not yet had time to 
thoroughly review the evidence and the 
law cited. It will probably be several 
weeks before he makes up his mind. 


When the afternoon session opened, 


Mr. Walker resumed his speech. He 
said: 


"This question is of more than ordi- 


nary interest, as this is a test case, and 
the result will be awaited all over the 
country. 
I have not gone quite as far 


back in the matter as my brother Er- 
win, and I have not examined the di- 
vine law—if there is one—on this ques- 
tion. I am quite sure, however, that 
divine precepts have been violated by 
these defendants, if they are guilty of 
what we charge they are.1' 


"I understand that, it is the effort of 


the defense to take away all the juris- 
diction from the United States courts 
in cases of this kind. If the courts of 
equity have no jurisdiction, what re- 
course have the people in cases of this 
character? Under what law does the 
American Railway union claim powers 
not given to any other association or 
individual—the power of obstructing 
the passage of trains and the business 
of railroads? 


"As to the anti-trust act of 1890, it 


was intended to prohibit all combina- 
tions to hinder commerce as well as 
aimed at a class of trusts. We don't 
call the action of these respondents in 
tying up the railroads of the country a 
strike; we call it an unlawful criminal 
conspiracy in restraint of trade. So 
this American Railway union with its 
150,000 members is the worst trust that 
has ever been organized within my 
knowledge. It is Infinitely worse than 
trusts of capital. I yield to no one in re- 
spect for an honest laboring man. I 
ha V£ known mamiel labor myself, but I 
""don't Delieve laboring men have any 
more right* than I have to administer 
the law. 


"MrS. Leland Stanford could not 


move on her journey until the gracious 
permission of this man Debs was ob- 
tained. The city cJ Chicago was prac- 
tically and figuratively at the feet of 
this man, who sat in his office at 
Uhlich's hall, and dictated to every- 
body. The great canals of commerce—• 
the railroads—were in his grasp. And 
yet counsel for defendants tell us the 
president exceeded his duty In calling 
out the iroops. 


"In conclusion, I wish to say that 


the government has no other object 
than to enforce the obedience of the 
courts and to uphold the law. The 
real question is whether the law shall 
prevail; and these respondents must 
be treated exactly as other people. 
As far as the records show, these men 
believe in socialistic anarchy. The ex 
tent of punishment the government 
leaves with the court." 


Judge Woods then made the state- 


ment that he had little time to devote 
to the case, and, therefore, did not 
know when his decision would be an- 
nounced.

IP anybody had any doubts as to

Club of London, which represents the 
business interests of England, which 
country is seeking markets for English 
manufactures. As W. E. Mason said, in 
his speech in this city, that club would 
not dine Harrison, or Reed, or McKinley. 
Morally and intellectually the latter are 
the 
peers of Mr. Wilson, and the 


English preference in favor of Mr. Wil- 
son is based upon gome other motive. 
That motive lies in the fact that Mr. 
Wilson represents a policy intended to 
open our markets to England, while the 
latter gentlemen represent a policy 
which takes care of home first. 


This is no idle guess but is proven by 


the remarks made by Mr. Wilson him- 
self at that banquet. He said: "Our 
protectionists have been building de- 
fenses to keep you and other nation from 
competing with us in tour home markets. 
The tariff reformers are breaking down 
these defenses.'' 
' 


Here is the confession of Wilson as to 


the policy of his party to let England 
peddle its manufactures in this country 
in competition with our capital and our 
labor. But, Mr. Wilson also told these 
people that the object in letting them 
into our market to compete with our 
people was to open the way for our peo- 
ple to compete with England and other 
nations in their own markets and he 
added that they perhaps could not re- 
joice at that. What an ass these En- 
glishman must have thought him to be. 
They were flattering him because he 
was silly enough to open the American 
markets to them. They are not at all 
disturbed over Mr. Wilson's theory that 
if England can come into the American 
market ^nd compete with our people 
there is no danger of American manu- 
facturers getting a foothold in other 
countries. 


But Mr. Wilson's statement that his 


policy means competition in America, is 
a fallacy or Mr. Wilson don't know what 
his party does in practice. 
Our indus- 


tries have be^c built up by protection. 
Had it not been for protection thousands 
of our industries would never have ex- 
isted and Europe would simply have 
had our market without competing for 
it. The Democratic policy has always 
been, and is to-day, to give Europe this 
market and let It retain what it had. 


Take the manufacture of tin plate as 


an example. For years England had 
thi» market exclusively on that product. 
We paid it millions of dollars a year for 
tin plate.

HEAT AS AN 


AB eminent surfSOB haafcoa* — • »< - 


neatingnpon certain eiaMoaef wound* 
and in surgical operations, with a view 
to testing the efBeacy of heat as an 
antiseptic. One of his methods Is to 
touch the exposed anrfaces with bita of 
absorbent cotton dipped in boiling 
water. He finds that the healing pro- 
cess is greatly facilitated by this ap- 
plication, and that, too, without the 
cumbersome and expensive apparatus 
necessary for ordinary chemical anti- 
septics. Attention i* also called to the 
importance, of properly cleansing all 
instruments used for any purpose 
vrhatooever. It Is not enough that 
they be dipped in some antiseptic solu- 
tion and wiped with a bit of ootton- 
waste, as is too ertten the oaaa.' tt to 
recommended that a v«s**l Of kojUMT 
water be kept at hand, and that all In- 
struments be put in this and allow** 
to remain until thoroughly heated. 
The water must be kept at boiling heat 
by means of an alcohol lamp, alsa 
there is no use in dipping {'18, instru- 
ments at all. There Is too much care- 
lessness in the cleariing of all such ap- 
pliances, and many deaths are un- 
questionably traceable to this cause. 
There is quite too little attention give*. 
to the curative properties of heat. Tfab 
subject has begun to attract the notice 
of some of the more advanced thinker* 
among medical men. It is declared 
that a high degree of heat Is of great 
value when a disease is to be brought 
to a crisis. One author asserts that ob- 
stinate ulcers, even of long standing, 
and wounds that refuse to heal, may 
be brought into active conditions and 
speedily made healthy by packing the 
affected parts with hot-water bottles 
or bags. Over the immediate open sur- 
face a pad of lint, made slightly damp 
with glycerine and water, is placed. 
This must be constantly watched, and 
renewed as often as it becomes filled 
with the discharged matter, which it 
speedily takes up. The heat Induces 
activity and increased circulation, and 
the pad takes up the poisonous emana-, 
tions as they accumulate. It is a posi- 
tively demonstrated fact that intense 
heat steadily applied will break up any 
case of pneumonia in the earlier or 
middle stages, and there are many who 
do not believe that a fatal termination 
to this disease is at all necessary un- 
less there are other complications. 
Simple dry heat is too easy of applica- 
tion and too unscientific for the ordi- 
nary medical man. It will therefore 
probably never be possible to make 
this a favorite form of treatment.—N. 
Y. Ledger. 
A SURGEON'S TENDER SPOT.

Children* 


No matter how hardened a doctor 


may become by seeing much suffering, 
said a physician the other day, there 
is one thing that will always make 
him weaken, that is if he ha* any heart 
at all. Now, I have been cutting off 
men's legs and arms and doing all kinds 
of severe operations for year*, yet iu 
all that time my sense of business duty 
did not allow my sympathy to interfere 
with my work, except in the cases of 
children. I can never perform an 
operation on a child without feeling 
sick at heart. In my practice I avoid 
this kind of work as much as possible, 
shifting the cases to some other doctor 
when possible. Why, it even hurts me 
to be compelled to score the gums of a 
teething child. I would ten times 
rather cut off a man's leg than do it 
There is something about a child—that 
innocent, sweet expression—which goes 
to my heart This may sound absurd 
coming from a man, as some people 
would put it, who has done as much 
sawing and carving as I have, but it is 
the truth, nevertheless. It is something 
about which other doctors have spoken 
to me, and I know is quite a general 
feeling. The other afternoon I was 
compelled to cut off the foot of a yenng 
baby. It was quite a simple operation, 
and some people might say that on ac- 
count of chloroform and the age of the 
child she would not have felt or real- 
ized what had been done. Well, I . c- 
complished that operation, but it was 
the hardest work I have ever done. 
When it was finished I was so unstrung 
that, like a woman, I commented to 
weep. Of course, I was ashamed of 
myself, but sometimes when the tears 
befrin to flow it is difficult to check 
them.—Pittsburgh Dispatch. 


THE USE OF- CORK. 


Bow It Ftnt CHUM to Be Vied for Bvttto 
Stopper*. 


The application of cork aa a bottle 


stopper for liquid vessels is said to be 
of great antiquity. The earliest rec- 
ord extant of its use in Bnrope is that 
mentioned by Horace, who asserts that 
the Romans had cork as stoppers for 
their wine amphoim Certain of the 
uses of cork were known to the an- 
cient 
Greek* and Egyptian*, but 


whether they used cork for stopping 
the months of their liquid vessels his- 
tory does not say. It was not, how- 
ever, until the year 1700 that the Span- 
iards first commenoed to work their 
cork woods with some degree of regu- 
larity for the making of "oorks." 


Although, perhaps, cork* irere more 


or less in use from the time glass bot- 
tles were first invented, which Beck- 
maun asserts to have been in the fif- 
teenth century, yet It was not until 
two and a-half eenturie* later that the 
Spaniards began to prepare cork for 
bottle stoppers, which they did in a 
forest situated at the northeast of the 
Turners*, on the Muge.

Mrs. M.E.Holden, known under the 


nom do plume of "Amber," a very bright 
and versatile writer, indeed, is traveling 
through the principal cities of Illinois 
fora Chicago paper, interviewing the 
different women of the state as to their 
intention of voting or not voting for 
trustees of the University of Illinois at 
the election on November 6. Mrs. Hoi- 
den first wrote up the school at Cham- 
paign and then began her important 
investigations. Ins few days she is 
expected here and will call upon those 
women who lead 
in society 
and 


public enterprises of all kinds. 
The 


result of her observations and converse 
tions will be published in a readable am 
accurate style. Many women have been 
asking concerning their rights and priv 
ileges in this matter, but outside o 
Cook county no concerted effort has 
been made to organize them into clubs 
for instruction and for the purpose o 
getting as many as possible to go to the 
polls on November 6 and cast a vote fo 
some one, Republican, Democrat, Pop 
ulist or Prohibitionist. In Chicago th 
interest has been well worked up. Clubs 
composed of the members of the gentle 
sex have been organized by all the par 
ties in almost every ward, and the ind 
cations are that a very large per cent o 
Cook county's vote will be made up o 
ballots cast by those recently given th 
electoral franchise. 


But while all the details of the re 


quirements and methods of voting ar 
not definitely understood a few facto ar 
certain. 


First, women will have to be registered 


just as the men will have to be. Th 
registry days are October 16 and 30. On 
the 16th the registry boards sit to make 
a list of all the known voters in each 
voting precinct. They sit at the polling 
places in the precincts, and every woman 
ought to see that her name is put on the 
register on that day, as the 30th is 
mainly devoted to correcting the list as 
made out on the 16th and adding names 
that were accidentally or otherwise 
omitted. Of course anyone who failed 
to get on the register on the day first 
named can have the master attended to 
on the next day the board site, that is 
the 30th. The registry board begins its 
session at 9 o'clock a. m. The qualiftca- 
Uons entitling a woman to be registered 
are the same as those for men, to-wit: 
She must be a citizen of the United 
States, not less than 21 years of age, and 
must have been a resident of the state 
for one year, of the county for ninety 
days and of the precinct for thirty days. 


There has been some uncertainty in 


the minds of some of the women as to 
their duties in regard to the preparation 
of the ballots. The fact is that they 
will not need to give themselves any 
trouble about this matter. They will find 
the ballots at the polling places when 
they get there. It is the duty of the 
secretary of state to make up correct 
tickets, and from this copy, furnished by 
him, the tickets will all be printed under 
the direction of the county clerk and 
delivered to the proper officers, who will 
have them on hand at the polling places 
at the time of opening polls on election 
day. • The polls open at 7 a. m.,and close 
at 5 p. m. Full printed directions in re- 
gard to the preparation of the ballot 
will be found posted at the polls, and if, 
in any case, these are not understood, it 
is the duty of the judges to make ex- 
planations to those who ask for them. 


It appears to be an unsettled question 


whether the ticket* for the use of wom- 
en will have to be printed on separate 
sheets from thoee used by the men; but 
it is undoubtedly true that they will 
have to be cast in separate boxes. This 
matter will be canvassed by the state 
officers and the official committees of the 
different parties, and the arrangement 
will be the same throughout the state, 
whatever it ia. Of course it is under- 
stood that the women are only author- 
ized to vote for the trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at this election, and 
"therefore if they use the same ballot 
and it is deposited in a separate box 
From that used by the men, there could 
be no trouble about it, because, if they 
attempted to vote for any of the candi- 
dates except those for trustees, it would 
be the duty of the judges to count only 
the vote on trustee*. 
All these points, 


however, will be pretty well settled be- 
fore election day. The main tilings for 
the women to look after, in fact the only 
ones, are to see that they got their 
names on the register, ascertain where 
they vote, learn now correctly to mark 
their bsilots,and awaken interest enough 
to get their full strength out to the 
polls.

Co.'s weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, s»yh: 


Retail trade, the last step in the 


movement from producer to consumer, 
in at the same time the first step upon 
•which depend empty shelves in the 
stores and ftttnre orders to the mills. 
After months of unnatural economy 
Buying should be large enough to send 
the mills further orders very soon. 
Special inquiry has been made this 
•week at all commercial centers re- 
garding the state o* retail trade, and 
many of the answers are given on 
the following pages. Wide diversity 
eppcars in different trades, and the 
details of business at the different 
cities merit general attention. The 
main facts disclosed are, first, a marked 
Improvement within the past month, 
tjnd a considerable excess over the 
business done a year ago, particularly 
in the necessaries of life. But, second, 
it appears that the volume of trade at 
present is on the whole considerably 
less than in a normal year, at most 
points, and in the more important 
trades is apparently about 20 per cent, 
smaller than in September, 1892. 


Evidence of continued improvement 


in wholesale trade and manufacture 
does not appear this week. There is 
large distribution on orders given 9orne 
time ago, but new business going to 
the manufactures is everywhere slack- 
ening. The completion of orders for 
replenishment of stocks leaves a nar- 
rower demand, and it is yet too early 
for consumption to provide further or- 
ders. The volume of business re- 
ported by clearings at the chief cities 
is 0.9 per cent, larger than last year, 
but 21.8 per cent, less than in 1892, and 
for the month of September the daily 
average has been $184,000,000, against 
8128,000,000 last year before recovery 
from the panic had come, and 8177,- 
000.000 in 1802. As these include pay- 
ments resulting from trade deferred 
during months of uncertainty, the 
comparison is but moderately encour- 
aging. 


The depression in prices of jjjirin 


products will have some influence. 
Unprecedented records have been made 
in cotton and wheat, though as to 
wheat only in contracts for future de- 
livery, in -which the prices are the low- 
est AVer made. The available stocks 
are about 15,000,000 bushels greater 
than a year ago, and western receipts 
for the week were 5,253,716 bushels, 
against 0,191,034 last year, and since 
August •!, 51,000,000 bushels, against 
M.oon.000 bushels last year. The At- 
lantic exports for the week and since 
August 1 have been about a third 
smaller than last year, but the fall in 
price during the week has been 1.75 
cents 


Cotton on the spot is lower at 6.44 


cents than at any other time since 
1849, and quotations then did not mean 
•what they do now, while the nearest 
option has been quoted at 6.04 centb, 
•which is below all previous records 
EVPU at the close the fall for the week 
is one-quarter. 
An estimate of 95,- 


000,000 bales minimum this year has 
influenced the market, but would re- 
ceive less attention if stocks in sight 
•were not heavy, while all agree that 
this crop is likely to exceed the world's 
requirements of American cotton. 


It is encouraging that speculation in 


corn has broken, and the price has 
fallen 5 cents, less gloomy estimates 
than those of the department having 
pained general acceptance. It is now 
supposed that the yield is not far from 
1,500,000 bushels, which will compel 
much economy in feeding, but specula- 
tion in'pork has also broken, and the 
price has fallen 75 cents, while lard 
has declined a half to 1 cent. 


The iron industry shows a shrinkage 


of demand, and the prices quoted to- 
day are but little above the lowest this 
year. Bessemer pig is weaker at $11 
at Pittsburgh, with an impression that 
excess of production must cause fur- 
ther decline unless lower prices are 
made for steel rails. Billets, struc- 
tural forms and nails are a shade 
weaker, and in eastern markets 
competition of works to get business 
tends to destroy profits. There is more 
business at the west and Chicago re- 
ports a good demand for sheets, for bar 
in small lots, and for coke pig, though 
elates and boiler tubes are weaker. 
The boot and shoe manufacture con- 
tinues to lead others in comparative ac- 
tivity, and shipments from Boston for 
the month have been 838,097 cases, 
against 222,633 last year and 328,106 ia 
1893.

JUST BEGmfflfi TO COIE TO LIGHT. 


<he»t Damage to Water Craft and all 


Other Kind* of Property Reported 


from all Quarters, but no 


Loss of Life. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 28.—Com- 


munication with south Florida is being 
restored and reports are pouring in 
relative ^to the damage done bv the 
West Indian cyclone which raged iu 
the state Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The dispatches all tell the same story 
of houses wrecked and crops destroyed; 
but no loss of life is reported. 


A dispatch from Tampa to-day, 


which is the first information received 
from that place since Tuesday, says 
several 
large 
cigar factories were 


wrecked. The large three-story fac- 
tory of Seidenberp & Co. was destroyed. 
The factory of C. A. Joyce was demol- 
ished as were also the factories of 
Ybor & Manarara, Theodore Perez & 
Co. and O'Hallaran. 
The First Pres- 


byterian church and the palatial Tampa 
hotel were badly damaged. Several 
smaller structures were also demol- 
ished. The total loss, on buildings at 
Tampa is estimated at $50,000. 


Communication with Fernandina is 


also restored to-day. A dispatch from 
that place says that the schooner Ed- 
ward Stewart, which was loaded and 
lying at anchor, was blown across the 
river, pulling her anchor with her, 
and is now lying on a mud flat in 
about five feet of water. The small 
boats were all blown away, and num- 
bers are now lying high and dry upon 
the marsh, together with the floating 
dock which was at the foot of Center 
street. 
During the storm at Fer- 


nandina two British steamships came 
in collision and suffered considerable 
damage. 


A dispatch from Palatka announces 


great damage at that place to river 
craft The steamer Princess was sunk 
between Palatka and Picolata. She 
was valued at $12,000. The steamer 
Edith was driven ashore. The steamer 
DeBarry was driven against the draw- 
bridge and wreekcd 


The steam yacht Maude was sunk 


near Crehent City. 


To-day advices were received from 


St. Augustine, which has been cut off 
since Tuesday. 
The advices were 


brought by Mrs..Anna M. Marcotte, 
the Times-Union's St. Augustine re- 
porter, who made the trip on a hand- 
car. Mrs. Marcotte gives a graphic 
account of the condition of things at 
St. Augustine. No lives were lost, but 
several houses were wrecked, and the 
losses will run into the thousands. 
Nearly all the windows in the city 
were blown in. and the houses flooded 
with water. The Ponce de Leon ho- 
tel was damaged in this way. The loss 
on the hotel furniture is heavy. 


At St. Augustine the waves dashed 


over the sea walls and made rivers of 
the streets. Many wharves were blown 
away. 


Between Green Cove spring and Pa- 


latka, on the St. Johns, twelve wharves 
have completely disappeared. 


Between Jacksonville and St. Augus- 


tine not a telegraph pole was left 
standing. 


The damage to the orange-growers is 


incalculable. In the large groves the 
ground is completely covered with 
green oranges. The loss will be fully 
20 per cent. 


Every effort is being made to hear 


from Titusville, Jupiter and 
Key 


West, which are suppose to have been 
in the storm's center. 


Dispatches to-night indicate that the 


storm was as severe in the interior 
of the state as on the coast. It is safe 
to say that the storm has cost Florida 
more than $1,000,QOO, but no lives have 
been lost unless at Key West, Titus- 
ville, Jupiter and other east coast 
points.

ROMAN STANDARDS. 


UllltarrEnolBiu by Which the Troops Were 


Gntded. 


In the Roman army there was a very 


highly-developed system of military 
ensigns, which, just as among modern 
nations, were regarded not merely as, 
a rallying point for a given body of, 
men, but as an emblem of the state, 
and were therefore surrounded with a 
veneration which degenerated into 
idolatry. From a tactical point of 
view the Roman standards were of 
more importance than the flag of the 
present day, for the movements of the 
troops were entirely regulated by, 
them. 
According as they were raised and 


carried forward, planted in the ground, 
or turned toward the rear, in obedi- 
ence to the sounds of the horns of the 
"cornicines," the army broke up its 
amp and marched, or retreated and 
lalted. In the camp the standards 
were planted before the general's tent, 
where their presence sanctified the, 
pot as though it were a temple, and 
•endered it a safe depository for tho 
rooty collected by the legion. It was, 
o the standards the soldiers sv, < ire al- 
egiance, and the first step of a pre- 
«nder who sought to become emperor 
was to seize the standards as he there-; 
iy secured the fidelity of the legion. 
/ 


On feast days the "dusty, awe-in-i 
piring standards," as Pliny calls them, 
were anointed with perfumes and dee- 
prated with garlands; on days of 
nourning they were stripped of their 
>rnaments, and if, when the order to 
narch was given, their bearers found 
t difficult to loosen them from the 
'arth, it was looked upon as a fatal 
imen.—All the Year Round.
